A1 Freeland, Water Depart¬ 
ment superintendent, reports 
that last Friday’s temperature 
of 112 beats by one degree the 
all-time record since statistics 
were first compiled by his de¬ 
partment, Oct. 1, 1937. 

On Sept. 20 and 21, 1939, a 
heat wave of eight days’ dura¬ 
tion reached to a peak of 111. 
The hot siege began on Sept. 
16 of that year, ending in a 
rainstorm of 3.85 inches in 24 
hours on Sept. 23, which re¬ 
duced the temperature from 104 
to 84 the following day.

CITY OF SIERRA MADRE

It is hoped that this will be 
the first of a series of Annual 
Reports presented by the City 
Council and administrative per¬ 
sonnel to the citizens of Sierra 
Madre. 

This report has the three¬ 
fold purpose of informing you 
of (he general operation of the 
City, of the progress in the past 
year and plans for the future. 
It is a joint financial and work 
program, setting forth where 
city fund s are obtained and 
where (hey are spent and what 
are the programs for improve¬ 
ment of the city in day to day 
maintenance projects as well 
as long range capital pro¬ 
grams. 

The tax rate is one important 
measuring stick to all levels of 
government, citizen and city 
official alike. To the citizen it

TB Tests to 
Be Offered by 
Workers Here 


Keeps ‘Art From Flying Apart/ 
Says Reviewer A. L. Suman 


Field workers have begun re¬ 
cruiting employers in the Sierra 
Madre area this week who 
think their emloyees might 
wish to volunteer in the Christ¬ 
mas Seal campaign in its year- 
round fight against tuberculo¬ 
sis. 

The volunteers, in coopera¬ 
tion with their employers, are 
assisting in the Los Angeles 
County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association in a valuable expe¬ 
riment to measure the “level of 
infection” in the community of 
the No. 1 communicable dis¬ 
ease. 

The test, called the Mantoux, 
will tell if a person tested has 
been exposed to TB by the sim¬ 
plest needle test possible, ac¬ 
cording to Daniel G. Howell, 
the association’s plans and re¬ 
search director. 

“It does not mean they have 
the disease if the test proves 
positive,” Howell says. "It 
means only that the ‘positive 
reactors’ should have an X-ray 
because they have been ‘ex¬ 
posed’ to the disease.” 

The association derives its 
funds for education, research 
and case finding from the sale 
of Christmas Seals each year. 


William Lees Baffles Many 
As ‘Unretired’ Retired Man 


Although William R. Lees 
has offiically been retired 
from his full-time capacity as 
Sierra Madre’s building inspec¬ 
tor since Sept. 1, many people 
in town are wondering: “Is Bill 
Lees really retired or isn’t he?” 

The reason for the big ques¬ 
tion is because Bill Lees, who 
has worked as the city’s build¬ 
ing inspector for almost 18 
years, is still seen around City 
Hall in what appears to be the 
same job that he has always 
done in all those years. Al¬ 
though the law requires that 
his age, which is 71 years, must 
put him in the retirement 
bracket, Bill is still in there 
pitching even though legalities 
require him to work now only 
on a part-time basis. 

So Bill Lees, a man who 
came here in 1906 from his 
birthplace in Minneapolis, 
Minn., is stili serving the City 


of Sierra Madre whether his 
job is official, unofficial, part- 
time, or otherwise. His pay is 
reduced—it’s now all of $2 an 
hour — and he doesn’t work 
more than four hours per day, 
five days a week, because he 
is the last man in this world 
who would wish to break the 
law, but still he can be seen 
“visiting” around City Hall 
near his old office during his 
“hours off.” 

Not that he pretends to be 
working during those "off 
hours”; it’s just that Bill Lees 
has become a mighty suspi¬ 
cious character—people suspect 
him of being a man who loved 
his job. But even though the 
police department is in the 
same building no one, so far, 
has called the cops. People 
seem to enjoy the sight of him

DIET AND POLIO PREVENTION 

The year 1955 will doubtless 
be remembered for a long time 
in relation to polio and the Salk 
Vaccine. Whether for success or 
failure is still quite uncertain. 

On June 3, 1955, the New York 
Times published a statement by 
a nationally known bacteriolo¬ 
gist, Howard J. Shaughnessy of 
the University of Illinois, who 
said that the public should know 
there is a calculated risk in re- ^ 
ceiving injections of the Salk “ 
Vaccine. It is interesting to note 
that European countries are not 
following our lead of mass inoc¬ 
ulations. 

There are other preventive 
measures which are sound and 
deserve serious consideraiton by 
all parents. Benjamin Sandler, 
M.D., was instrumental in stop¬ 
ping a serious polio epidemic in 
North Carolina. He went to the 
newspapers and on the air with 
a special diet for polio preven¬ 
tion. So worried were the parents 
locally that they siezed on the 
diet and followed it faithfully 
for weeks. The polio cases 
dropped almost magically. 

Here is Dr. Sandler's success¬ 
ful polio prevention diet: 

1. Eliminate from the diet all 
sugar and foods containing sug¬ 
ar such as soft drinks, fruit 
juices (except tomato juice), ice 
cream, cakes, pastries, pies, can¬ 
dies, canned and preserved fruits. 

2. Cut down on the consumption 
of starchy foods, such as bread, 
rolls, pancakes, potatoes, rice, 
corn, cereals and grits and white 
flour products. 

3. Substitute for starchy foods 
the following: tomatoes, string 
beans, cucumbers, greens, let¬ 
tuce, carorts, beets, cabbage, on¬ 
ions, soybeans, cauliflower. 

4 . Do not eat fruit or melons 
more than once daily and then 
only in moderate quantities. 

5. Eat more protective food such 
as meat, fish, poultry, etc. 

6. Eat three substantial meals a 
day. Avoid excessive exertion 
and excessive fatigue because 
they are known to be associated 
with low blood sugar. Avoid 
swimming in cold water. Rest as 
much as possible.

Now one Los Angeles car 
dealer offers a year’s supply of 
gasoline with each new car 
purchased, and the fellow who 
offers $800 trade - in on your 
1946 model—apparently of any 
make and in any condition—is 
still at it. What fools we mor¬ 
tals be if we can’t see that that 
is price cutting, pure and sim¬ 
ple, and that the cars must be 
overpriced to start with to 
make it possible.

I think it would be a fine 
thing for this country if no 
manufacturer could put out 
more than one new model in 
each field in three years. As it 
is now, motor cars are keeping 
most of the citizens of this 
country broke, and millions of 
persons do not try to get full 
value out of their purchases, 
preferring to trade them in on 
next year’s model while the 
trade-in value is high. This 
keeps so many of us perpetu¬ 
ally in debt that if hard luck 
strikes us — or a depression, 
heaven forbid—the whole coun¬ 
try suffers. The motor car is a 
grand thing for pleasure, busi¬ 
ness and convenience. Properly 
used and kept within one’s 
means, it is a great blessing. 
But far too many Americans go 
far too deep into debt in order 
to have as nifty a car as the 
Joneses have—and that was the 
spirit which brought the crash 
of 1929 on us.

Postmasters come and go, but 
we thought Arthur Embree, 
who has piloted so many of 
them safely, would go on for¬ 
ever. A town he has served 
long and well will wish him 
all the pleasure he can get out 
of retirement.

The Friends of the Library 
are somewhat embarrassed by 
the great success of their first 
motion picture in the Library 
Community Room, which drew 
such a crowd that all the chil¬ 
dren had to sit on the floor 
and many adults were stand¬ 


ing. The aim is to make all 
these entertainments not only 
educational and entertaining 
but full of information which 
may be valuable to anyone who 
sees and hears. T hat is a high 
standard to maintain, but the 
program committee will do its 
best. 

The second program, on 
Friday, Sept. 23, is to be 
“This Is My Land,” picturing 
the history and progress of 
Southern California. Many of 
us in Sierra Madre do not real¬ 
ize that it would be easy to 
trace the title of the land we 
live on back to the time when 
all this area belonged to San 
Gabriel Mission. After expro¬ 
priation of the mission lands, 
Rancho Santa Anita was grant- 
to Don Hugo Reid, who had 
married an Indian girl educat¬ 
ed at the Mission, sold by him 
to Lucky Baldwin and later 
carved into the townsites of 
Sierra Madre and Arcadia, so 
that many of us live on land 
which has had very few owners 
since it was taken from the 
Indians. 

I have not seen “This Is My 
Land,” but persons who have 
seen it assure me they learned 
much of value from it, and see¬ 
ing it made them better in¬ 
formed and prouder Californi¬ 
ans. Incidentally, the first 
showing will be at 7:30 and 
will not quite take half an 
hour, so that persons who wish 
to bring their children may do 
so and still go on to any other 
meeting or engagement at 8 
o’clock. There will be a second 
showing at 8:15. That way, 
there should be chairs for all. 


Sierra Madre Baha’is have re- 
centy joined nearly 400 Baha’i 
communities throughout the 
nation in telegraphing pleas to 
President Eisenhower that he 
intervent on behalf of the per¬ 
secuted Baha’is of Iran. 

The action was taken, local 
Baha’is said, after they received 
a verified report of further 
atrocities, including the hack¬ 
ing to pieces of seven Baha’is 
by a mob of 2,000 persons near 
the city of Yazd, Iran. 

An appeal to the United Na¬ 
tions was filed with the Secre¬ 
tary-General in Geneva on 
Aug. 1 by the Baha’i Interna¬ 
tional Community as the rep- 
re sentative of 12 National 
Baha’i Assemblies throughout 
the world. Copies of the appeal 
have been made available to 
the United Nations delegation. 

The appeal calls “the atten¬ 
tion of the competent authori¬ 
ties of the United Nations of 
the Governments, members of 
the United Nations, to recent 
action taken in Iran against 
persons and property of the 
Baha’i Faith in flagrant viola¬ 
tion of the Universal Declara¬ 
tion of Human Rights and the 
Charter of the United Nations, 


both signed by the government 
of Iran, and ratified by the 
Iranian Parliament.” 

The appeal the U.N. cites 
press dispatches reporting the 
action of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment in May of this year, when 
it denounced the Baha’i Faith 
and seized its national center 
in Tehran. It also is docu¬ 
mented with 16 annexes, in¬ 
cluding details of 26 specific 
cases of persecution, and pho¬ 
tographs showing high military 
officials and Iranian leaders of 
Islam participating in the de- 
structon of the dome of the 
national Baha’i Center in Ter- 
ran. Further, the appeal quotes 
specific passages in both the 
Declaration of Human Rights 
and the Charter of the United 
Nations which grant funda¬ 
mental human rights for all 
"without distinction as to race, 
sex, language or religion.” 

Local Baha’is explained that 
the attacks on the Baha’is in 
Iran started in May of this 
year, following a radio broad¬ 
cast by a fanatical Moslem 
priest. In addition to the slay¬ 
ings near Yazd, there have 
been more than 25 cases of per¬ 


secution, including the plun¬ 
dering of Baha’i homes, the 
beating of Baha’is and the des¬ 
ecration of Baha'i holy places 
and cemeteries in Iran. 

The telegram to the Presi¬ 
dent read as follows: 

“Your illumined statement on 
human rights in Philadelphia 
today prompts this plea that 
you use your influence of your 
world wide prestige in behalf 
of our fellow-Baha’is in Iran. 
These innocent, law - abiding 
citizens are being persecuted 
and butchered in the most 
fiendish manner despite the 


fact that the Baha’i Faith pro¬ 
mulgates universal brotherhood 
and world peace. We beg of you 
to ask the Shah to stop these 
unbelievable atrocities imme¬ 
diately and prevent further 
massacres. Your defense of the 
principle of justice for all man¬ 
kind will remind Iran and all 
other countries of their obliga¬ 
tions to their own citizens un¬ 
der the United Nations’ Decla¬ 
ration of Human Rights. We 
pray God will assist you in 
considering this urgent re- 
quest.—The Baha’is of Sierra 
Madre.”

Pacific Coast Conference foot¬ 
ball gets under way on the 
night of Sept. 16. UCLA is go¬ 
ing to play Texas ASM on that 
night, and then on Saturday, 
the 17th, all nine teams of the 
Coast Conference except UCLA 
officially open the 1955 season. 

Washington State is coming 
to L.A. to battle SC in their big 
opener. The Trojans have such 
stars as Marv Goux, Gordon 
Duvall, Orlando Ferrante, Leon 
Clarke. Jim Contratto and Jon 
Arnett returning to the fold. 
With 24 returning lettermen the 
Red and Gold are intent on 
winning the conference title al¬ 
though the PCC no-repeat rule 
will keep them out of the Rose 
Bowl. 

On the Trojan ’55 roster are 
two boys who formerly played 
for the Pasadena City College 
Lancers. The first boy is Mick¬ 
ey Downs who played halfback 
last year for the PCC’ers. Mick¬ 
ey is only 19, is 510” and 
weighs 180 pounds. Downs who 
also played for Marshall Junior 
High is posted at the right half 
spot. The other lad is Chuck 
Perpich who graduated from 
PCC in 1952 and he now has a 
year experience on the SC var¬ 
sity. Chuck plays left end, is 
6’2”, and weighs 181 pounds. 
He’s married and is the fourth 
oldest man on the squad—25 
years young. 

Coach Jess Hill will be using 
practically the same offensive 
and defensive lineups as he did 
last year. The Trojans usually 
come out of the huddle and 
line up in a tight T behind an 
unbalanced line to the left, 
either from that formation or 
shifting to a single wing left 
or a wing-T. Line may be split 
wider on shift or close up. 

On the defense the left half¬ 
back becomes the safety man, 
and the quarterback becomes 
the defensive left half, the full¬ 
back becomes the right line 
backer in a 6-2 defense with 
the center the left linebacker. 
In a 5-3 defense the left end 
usually becomes the left line- 
linebacker with the center 
moving over to the middle line¬ 
backer. Then the offensive in¬ 
side tackle is the defensive left 
tackle. 

The Trojans are going to be 
acting like tigers this year, but 
UCLA will go to the Rose Bowl. 
(That’s a prediction.) 

This is the twelfth year for 
Phil Rizzuto as an active Yan¬ 
kee. By the way, Phil is not his 
real name, it’s Fiero . . . Here’s 
an interesting item that just 
came over the teletype— One 
horse can provide about four 
dozen baseball covers. Goily 
darn!

city-school use of public prop¬ 
erty. He commented that Mc¬ 
Millan and the former super¬ 
intendent, Dr. William Goslin, 
had worked out a park and 
school arrangement at Allen¬ 
dale School and 'that it had 
proved satisfactory.

to use park land, but that un¬ 
der such a lease contract, the 
school could not be built on 
park property. 

The schools would need ap¬ 
proximately 25 acres for high 
school buildings. The property, 
where the high school might be 
located adjacent to the park, is 
owned privately on the west 
and north, and by the county 
on the east. 

Another guest speaker, City 
Manager Don McMillan, was of 
the opinion that if a school is 
located on park property it 
would involve a legal argu¬ 
ment, and since classrooms are 
needed immediately, it would 
be best to look elsewhere for 
the school site. Following the 
Board of Education members’ 
recent tour looking for a school 
site, several propertties were 
under consideration.

(14) Hardware stores. 

(15) Horticultural nurseries. 

(16) Hospitals. 

(17) Hotels. 

(18) Jewelry' stores. 

(19) Laundries, clothes clean¬ 
ing agencies. 

(20) Laundromats. 

(21) Liquor stores. 

(22) Meat markets, delicates¬ 
sen stores. 

(23) Motels and auto courts. 

(24) Newspapers, printers. 

(25) Offices, (business or pro¬ 
fessional). 

(26) Parking lots. 

(27) Private clubs, fraternities; 
sororities and lodges. 

(28) Restaurants, tea rooms, 
cafes. 

(29) Service stations. 

(30) Shoe stores, repair shops. 

(31) Signs. 

(32) Tailors, clothing, wearing 
apparel shops. 

(33) Other retail establish¬ 
ments catering directly to con¬ 
sumers. 

Section 801: LIMITATIONS 
ON PERMITTED USES IN “C” 
ZONE. Every use permitted shall 
be subject to the following con¬ 
ditions and limitations: 

(1) All uses shall be conduct¬ 
ed wholly within a building ex¬ 
cept such uses as drive-in res¬ 
taurants, gasoline stations, hor¬ 
ticultural nurseries and similar 
enterprises customarily conduct¬ 
ed in the open. 

(2) Products made incident to 
a permitted use shall be sold 
only at retail on the premises, 
provided not more than five per¬ 
sons may be employed in such 
maufacturing, processing and 
treatment of products. 

(3) Storage shall be limited to 
accessory storage of commodi¬ 
ties sold at retail on the prem¬ 
ises. 

Section 802: HEIGHT. No com¬ 
mercial structures shall exceed 
a height of two stories or thirty- 
five feet, which ever is the les¬ 
ser. 

Section 803: SIDE YARDS. No 
lot need provide side yards, ex¬ 
cept as may be required by a 
Precised Plan. 

Section 804: PLACEMENT OF 
BUILDINGS. No building shall 
be erected closer than ten feet 
to the rear lot line of any lot 
zoned for “C” purposes if the 
rear of such lot abuts upon the 
side lot line of property classi¬ 
fied for “R” purposes and no 
alley intervenes. 

Any building located on an 
alley and having an opening 
used as a means of access from 
an alley shall maintain a dis¬ 
tance of not less than five feet 
from such alley.

In an “M” zone only the follow¬ 
ing uses are permitted as are 
hereinafter specifically provided 
and allowed subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Article 11 governing 
off-street parking requirements. 

(1) Any use permitted in the 
C zone except that a dwelling 
conforming to the yard require¬ 
ments of the R-3 zone shall be 
permitted on the same lot on 
which a use permitted herein is 
located and which dwelling is 
used exclusively by the owner, 
lessee, caretaker or superintend¬ 
ent and his family.

(9) Ceramic products, manu¬ 
facture of, including figurines, 
using only previously pulverized 
clay and kilns fired only by 
electricity or low pressure gas. 

(10) Cleaning and dyeing 
plants. 

(11) Contractors’ storage yards. 

(12) Draying, freighting, truck¬ 
ing yards, terminals. 

(13) Electric or neon sign 
manufacture. 

(14) Feed and fuel yards. 

(15) Fruit packing houses. 

(16) Garment manufacture^. 

(17) Ice and cold storage 
plants. 

(18) Laboratories, experimen¬ 
tal, motion pictures, testing. 

(19) Lumber yards. 

(20) Machine shops. 

(21) Manufacture of prefabri¬ 
cated buildings. 

(22) Outdoor Advertising. 

(23) Plastics, fabrication from. 

(24) Plumbing shop, supply 
yards. 

(25) Poultry and rabbit 
slaughter (provided they are 
first reviewed and granted a 
conditional use permit as pro¬ 
vided in Article 34). 

(26) Public utilities service 
yards or electrical receiving 
and/or transforming stations. 

(27) Rubber, fabrication of 
products made from finished 
rubber. 

(28) Sheet metal shops. 

(29) Shoe maufacturing. 

(30) Soap manufacture, cold 
mix only. 

(31) Storage space for transit 
and transportation equipment, 
except freight classification 
yards. 

(32) Textile manufacture. 

(33) Tinsmiths. 

(34) Tire rebuilding, recap¬ 
ping and retreading. 

(35) Wholesale businesses, 
storage buildings and ware¬ 
houses. 

(36) Any industrial use not 
specifically permitted herein 
must be reviewed as provided in 
Article 14 for a Conditional Use 
Permit in order to locate indus¬ 
try in its proper and available 
location in the region and pre¬ 
vent conflict with the high de¬ 
gree of residential development 
existing in and around the City 
of Sierra Madre. Any use that 
is found to be objectionable or 
incompatible with the character 
of the City and its environs due 
to noise, dust, odors, effluence, 
or other undesirable character¬ 
istics may be denied a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit. 

Section 901: HEIGHT. No build¬ 
ing structure, or any part there¬ 
of in an “M” zone shall be erect¬ 
ed to a height exceeding two 
stories or thirty-five feet which¬ 
ever is the lesser. 

Section 902: FRONT YARD. 
Every lot and every parcel of 
land in an “M” zone shall have 
a front yard only when any one 
or more of the following condi¬ 
tions apply: 

(1) If the premises are devot¬ 
ed to an “R” use in the “M” 
zone, such use shall maintain a 
front yard conforming to the 
front yard requ remer.ts in the 
R-3 zone. 

(2) When property classified 
for “M” purposes comprises part 
of the frontage in a block on 
one side of a street between in¬ 
tersecting streets and the re¬ 
mainder of the frontage in the 
same block is classified for "R” 
purposes the front yard in such 
“M” zone shall conform to the 
front yard required in the R-3 
zone. 

(3) A front yard shall be pro¬ 
vided as may be required by a 
precised plan or in a conditional 
use permit or variance. 

Section 904: PLACEMENT OF 
BUILDINGS. No building shall 
be erected closer than ten feet 
to the rear of any lot zoned for 
“M” purposes, if the rear of such 
lot abuts the side lot line of 
property zoned for “R” purposes 
and no alley intervenes. 

Section 905: LIMITATIONS ON 
LAND USE. Any building located 
on an alley and having an open¬ 
ing used as a means of access 
from such alley shall maintain 
a distance of not less than ten 
feet from such alley. 

ARTICLE 10 

CONDITIONAL USES 

Section 1000: PERMITTED 
USES. All of the following, and 
all matters directly related 
thereto are declared to be uses 
possessing characteristics of such 
unique and special form as to 
make impractical their being 
included automatically in any 
classes of use as set forth in the 
various zones herein defined, 
and the authority for the loca¬ 
tion and operation thereof shall 
be subject to review and the is¬ 
suance of a Conditional Use 
Permit. The purpose of review 
shall be to determine whether 
the characteristics of such use 
shall be unreasonably incom¬ 
patible with type of use per¬ 
mitted in surrounding area and 
for the further purpose of stipu¬ 
lating such conditions as may 
reasonably assure that the basic 
purposes of this ordinance shall 
be served. Factors to be consid¬ 
ered are ( 1 ) damage or nuisance 
from noise, smoke, odor, dust, 
vibration, etc. ( 2 ) hazard from 
explosion, contamination or fire, 
(3) hazard occasioned by unus¬ 
ual volume or character of traf¬ 
fic or the congregating of a large 
number of people or vehicles. 
Conditional Use Permits shall 
be processed in the manner 
specified in Article 14. 

(1) Airports and landing fields. 

(2) Borrow pits to a depth of 
over three feet. 

(3) Cemeteries. 

(4) Churches. 

(5) Clubs—provided they shall 


be excluded from the R-l and 
R-2 zones. 

( 6 ) Columbariums, crematories 
and mausoleums. 

(7) Dumps. 

( 8 ) Educational institutions. 

(9) Equestrian establishments. 

(10) Establishments or enter¬ 
prises involving large assem¬ 
blages of people or automobiles 
as follows: 

(a) Amusement parks. 

(b) Circuses, carnivals or fair¬ 
grounds. 

(c) Labor camps. 

(d) Open air theatres. 

(e) Race tracks and rodeos. 

(f) Recreational centers pri¬ 
vately operated. 

(g) Trailer parks. 

(11) Hospitals and sanitari¬ 
ums. 

(12) Institutions for treatment 
of alcoholics. 

(13) Mental hospitals. 

(14) Natural mineral resources, 
the development of, together 
with the necessary buildings, 
apparatus or appurtenances in¬ 
cident thereto, provided that no 
review or permit shall be re¬ 
quired for the exploration of oil, 
rock, sand, gravel, or clay if this 
or any other ordinance makes 
separate provisions with respect 
thereto. 

(15) Public buildings operated 
by any governmental agency. 

(16) Public utilities or utilities 
operated by mutual agencies 
consisting of water wells, elec¬ 
trical substations, gas metering 
stations, telephone exchanges, 
power boosters or conversion 
plants with the necessary build¬ 
ings, apparatus or appurte¬ 
nances incident thereto when lo¬ 
cated in other than “C” or “M” 
zones. 

. (17) Radio or television trans¬ 
mitters. 

(18) Refuse, disposal of. 

(19) Sewage disposal plants. 

(20) Veterinarian, kennels and 
small animal hospitals. 

Section 1001: YARD REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS. The provisions for re¬ 
quired front, side and rear yards 
applicable to the particular zone 
in which any such use is pro¬ 
posed to be located shall prevail, 
unless in the findings and con¬ 
ditions recited in the resolution 
dealing with each such matter 
specific exemptions are made 
with respect thereto. 

Section 1002: HEIGHT AND 
AREA REQUIREMENTS. The pro¬ 
visions for height and area ap¬ 
plicable to the particular zone 
in which any such use is pro¬ 
posed to be located shall pre¬ 
vail, unless in the findings and 
conditions recited in the resolu¬ 
tion dealing with each such 
matter specific exemptions are 
made with respect thereto. 

Section 1003: OFF - STREET 
PARKING REQUIREMENTS. The 
requirements for provision of 
off-street parking applicable to 
the particular use shall prevail, 
unless in the findings and con¬ 
ditions recited in the resolution 
dealing with each such matter 
specific exemptions are made 
with respect thereto. 

ARTICLE II 

GENERAL PROVISIONS, CON¬ 
DITIONS AND EXCEPTIONS 
USE 

Section 1100: FOREGOING 
REGULATIONS SUBJECT TO 
THIS ARTICLE. The foregoing 
regulations pertaining to the 
several zones shall be subject 
to the general provisions, con¬ 
ditions and exceptions contained 
in this Article. 

Section 1101: CLARIFICATION 
OF AMBIGUITY. If ambiguity 
arises concerning the appropri¬ 
ate classifications of a particular 
use within the meaning and in¬ 
tent of this ordinance, or with 
respect to matters of height, yard 
requirements, area requirements 
or zone boundaries, as set forth 
herein and as they may pertain 
to unforeseen circumstances, in¬ 
cluding technological changes 
in processing of materials, it 
shall be the duty of the Com¬ 
mission to ascertain all perti¬ 
nent facts and by Resolution of 
Record set forth its findings and 
its interpretations, and such 
Resolution shall be forwarded to 
the City Council and, if ap¬ 
proved by the City Council, 
thereafter such interpretation 
shall govern. 

Section 1102: LAND MAY BE 
USED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
PRECISED PLAN. In order to as¬ 
sure that the purpose and provi¬ 
sions of a formally-adopted pre¬ 
cised plan of record shall be 
conformed to, the land reclassi¬ 
fied within any precised plan 
shall be limited exclusively to 
such uses as are first permitted 
in the zone to which it is clas¬ 
sified. 

Section 1103: INDICATED 
POTENTIAL CLASSIFICATIONS. 
Where areas are shown upon the 
zoning map enclosed within a 
dashed line, the area thus shown 
Is intended to approximate the 
future location for the type of 
land-use indicated by the sym¬ 
bol therein enclosed within a 
circle.

Section 1112: PARKING RE¬ 
QUIREMENTS FOR USES NOT 
SPECIFIED. Where the parking 
requirements for a use are not 
specifically defined herein, the 
parking requirements for such 
use shall be determined by the 
Planning Commission in the 
manner set forth in Section 1101 
and such determination shall be 
based upon the requirements for 
the most comparable use speci¬ 
fied herein. 

Section 1113: PARKING PRO¬ 
VISIONS MAY BE WAIVED BY 
COMMISSION. The Commission 
may, by resolution, waive or 


may be provided by the parking 
facilities of a use considered to 
be primarily a nighttime use; 
up to fifty per cent of the park¬ 
ing facilities required by this 
Article for a use considered to 
be primarily a nighttime use 
may be provided by the parking 
facilities of a use considered to 
be primarily a daytime use, pro¬ 
vided such reciprocal parking 
area shall be subject to condi¬ 
tions set forth in paragraph (d) 
below. 

(b) Up to one hundred per 
cent of the parking facilities re¬

area shall be subject to condi¬ 
tions set forth in paragraph (d) 
below. 

(c) The following uses are 
typical daytimes uses: banks, 
business offices, retail stores, 
personal service shops, clothing 
or shoe repair or service shops, 
manufacturing or wholesale 
buildings and similar uses. The 
following uses are typical of 
nighttime and/or Sunday uses: 
auditoriums, incidental to a 
public or parochial school, 
churches, dance halls, theatres 
and bars. 

(d) Conditions required for 
joint use; 

(1) The building or use for 
which application is being made 
for authority to utilize the ex¬ 
isting off-street parking facilities 
provided by another building or 
use, shall be located within one 
hundred fifty feet of such park¬ 
ing facility. 

(2) The applicant shall show 
that there is no substantial con¬ 
flict in the principal operating 
hours of the buildings or uses 
for which the joint use of off- 
street parking facilities is pro¬ 
posed. 

(3) Parties concerned in the 
joint use of off-street parking 
facilities shall evidence agree¬ 
ment for such joint use by ~ 
proper legal instrument approved 
by the City Attorney as to form 
and content. Such instrument 
when approved as conforming to 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be recorded in the office 
of the County Recorder and cop¬ 
ies thereof filed with the Build¬ 
ing Department and the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

(5) Common Facilities: Com¬ 
mon parking facilities may be 
provided in lieu of the individ¬ 
ual requirements contained here¬ 
in, but such facilities shall be 
approved by the Planning Com¬ 
mission as to size, shape and 
relationship to business sites to 
be served, provided the total of 
such off-street parking spaces, 
when used together, shall not be 
less than the sum of the various 
uses computed separately. When 
any such common facility is to 
occupy a site of five-thousand 
square feet or more, then the 
parking requirements as speci¬ 
fied herein for each of two or 
more participating buildings or 
uses may be reduced not more 
than fifteen per cent upon ap¬ 
proval of development plans by 
the Planning Commission in the 
manner prescribed for a condi¬ 
tional use permit as set forth in 
Article 14. 

( 6 ) Plans: The plan of the 
proposed parking area shall be 
submitted to the building de¬ 
partment at the time of the ap¬ 
plication for the building permit 
for the building to which the 
parking area is accessory. The 
plans shall clearly indicate the 
proposed development, including 
location, size, shape, design, 
curb cuts, lighting, landscaping 
and other features and appur¬ 
tenances of the proposed park¬ 
ing lot. 

All parking areas shall be 
subject to the same restrictions 
governing accessory buildings as 
defined in the zone in which 
said parking area is located. 

Section 1115: COMPREHEN¬ 
SIVE PLANNED FACILITIES. 
Areas may be exempted from 
the parking requirements as oth¬ 
erwise set up in this Article, 
provided: 

(1) Such area shall be accu¬ 
rately defined by the Planning 
Commission after processing in 
the same manner required for 
an amendment to the Zoning 
Ordinance. 

(2) No such district may be 
established and exempted from 
the provisions of Section 1111 
unless sixty per cent or more of 
all record lots comprising such 
proposed district are devoted to 
uses first permitted in a “C” 
or “M” zone. 

(3) Such exemptions shall ap¬ 
ply only to uses first permitted 
in the “C” or “M” zones. 

(4) Before such defined dis¬ 
trict shall be exempt as pro¬ 
vided in this Section, active pro¬ 
ceedings under any applicable 
legislative authority shall be in¬ 
stituted to assure that the ex¬ 
empted area shall be provided 
with comprehensive parking fa¬ 
cilities which will reasonably 
serve the entire district. 

Section 1116: REQUIRED IM¬ 
PROVEMENT AN D MAINTE¬ 
NANCE OF PARKING AREA. 
Every lot used as a public or 
private parking area and having 
a capacity of five or more vehi¬ 
cles shall be developed and 
maintained in the following 
manner: 

(1) Surface of Parking Area. 

Off-street parking areas shall be 
paved or otherwise surfaced and 
maintained so as to eliminate 
dust or mud and shall be so 
graded and drained as to dispose 
of all surface water. In no case 
shall such drainage be allowed 
across sidewalks. 

(2) Border barricades, screen¬ 
ing and landscaping: 

(a) Every parking area that 
is not separated by a fence from 
any street or alley property line 
upon which it abuts, shall be 
provided with a suitable con¬ 
crete curb or timber barrier not 
less than six inches in height; 
located not less than two feet 
from such street or alley prop¬ 
erty lines and such curb or bar¬ 
rier shall be securely installed 
and maintained; provided no 
such curb or barrier shall be 
required across any driveway or 
entrance to such parking area. 

(b) Every parking area abut¬ 
ting property located in one of 
the “R” zones shall be separated 
from such property by a solid 
wall, view obscuring fence or 
compact evergreen hedge not 
less than four feet nor more 
than six feet in height meas¬ 
ured from the grade of the fin¬ 


ished surface of such parking lot 
closest to the contiguous “R” 
zone property, provided that 
along the required front yard 
the fence, wall or hedge shall 
not exceed forty-two inches in 
height. No such wall, fence or 
hedge need be provided where 
the elevation of that portion of 
the parking area immediately 
adjacent to an “R” zone is six 
feet or more below the elevation 
of such “R” zone property along 
the common property line. 

(c) Any lights provided to il¬ 
luminate any public parking 
area, semi-public parking area 
or used car sales area permitted 
by this ordinance shall be ar¬ 
ranged so as to reflect the light 
away from any street or prem¬ 
ises upon which a dwelling unit 
is located. 

(3) Entrances and Exits: The 

location and design of all en¬ 
trances and exits shall be sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the City 
Engineer, provided no entrance 
or pxit other than on or from 
an alley shall be closer than 
five feet to any lot located in 
an “R” zone. 

Section 1117: PARKING AREAS 
IN ‘‘R-3” and ‘‘R-P” ZONE. Every 
parking area located in an R-3 
or R-P zone shall be governed 
by the following provisions in 
addition to those required above: 

(1) No parking lot to be used 
as an accessory to a commercial 
or industrial establishment shall 
be established until it shall first 
have been reviewed by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and its loca¬ 
tion approved. Such approval 
may be conditioned upon the 
Commission's requiring the 
planting and/or maintenance of 
trees, shrubs or other landscap¬ 
ing within and along the borders 
of such parking area. 

(2) Such a parking lot to be 
used as an accessory to a per¬ 
mitted commercial or industrial 
establishment shall be so locat¬ 
ed that the boundary of such 
parking lot closest to the site of 
the commercial or industrial es¬ 
tablishment to which it is ac¬ 
cessory shall be not more than 
fifty feet distant. 

(3) Such parking lot Shall be 
used solely for the parking of 
private passenger vehicles. 

(4) No sign of any kind, other 
tiian one designating entrances, 
exits or conditions of use, shall 
be maintained on such parking 
lot. Any such sign shall not ex¬ 
ceed eight square feet in area. 

ARTICLE 12 

GENERAL PROVISIONS, CONDI¬ 
TIONS AND EXCEPTIONS 

YARDS, HEIGHT AND AREA 

Section 1200: HEIGHT OF 
BUILDINGS ON THROUGH LOTS. 
On through lots one-hundred- 
fifty feet or less in depth, the 
height of a building on such lot 
may be measured from the side¬ 
walk level of the street on which 
the building fronts. On through 
lots of more than one hundred 
fifty feet in depth, the height 
regulations and basis of height 
measurements for the street per¬ 
mitting the greater height shall 
apply to a depth of not more 
than one hundred fifty feet from 
that street. 

Section 1201: HEIGHT OF 
PENTHOUSES AND ROOF 
STRUCTURES. Penthouses or 
roof structures for the housing 
of elevators, stairways, tanks, 
ventilating fans, television aeri¬ 
als or similar equipment re¬ 
quired to operate and maintain 
the building, fire or parapet 
walls, skylights, towers, roof 
signs, flagpoles, chimneys, 
smokestacks, wireless masts and 
similar structures may be erect¬ 
ed above the height limits pre¬ 
scribed by this ordinance, but 
no penthouse or roof structure, 
or any other space above the 
height limit prescribed for the 
zone in which the building is 
located shall be allowed for the 
purpose of providing additional 
floor space. 

Section 1202: YARD REGULA¬ 
TIONS. Except as provided in 
this Article every required front, 
side and rear yard shall be open 
and unobstructed from I he 
ground to the sky. No yard or 
open space provided around any 
building or buildings for the 
purpose of complying with the 
provisions of this ordinance as it 
pertains to any given lot shall 
be considered as providing a 
yard or open space on any ad¬ 
joining property. 

Section 1203: MODIFICATION 
OF SIDE YARD REQUIREMENT 
ON COMBINED LOTS. When the 
common boundary line separat¬ 
ing two contiguous lots is cov¬ 
ered by a building or' permitted 
group of buildings, such lots 
shall constitute a single build¬ 
ing site and the side yard as 
required by this ordinance shall 
then not apply to such common 
boundary line. 

Section 1204: YARD REQUIRE¬ 
MENT WHEN MORE THAN ONE 
MAIN BUILDING EXISTS. Where 
two or more buildings are, by 
definition of this ordinance, con¬ 
sidered main buildings, then the 
front yard requirement shall ap¬ 
ply only to the buildipg closest 
to the front lot line and the 
rear yard requirements shall 
apply only to the building clos¬ 
est to the rear lot line, and there 
shall be a distance between such 
main buildings equal to twice 
the required width of the side 
yard on such lot. 

Section 1205: COMMISSION 
MAY ESTABLISH FORMULA FOR 
MODIFYING YARD REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS. The Planning Commis¬ 
sion may, by resolution, adopt a 
formula or establish standard 
practices by which to determine 
an appropriate and practical 
modification of required yards 
in all residential zones where 
geometric shape and dimensions 
and topography are such as to 
make the literal application of 
such required yard impractical. 
After the adoption of such for¬ 
mula or standard practices, they 
shall be applied as an adminis¬ 
trative act. 

Section 1206: MODIFICATION 
OF REQUIRED FRONT YARDS. 
The depth of required front 
yards may be modified on un¬ 


improved lots intervening be¬ 
tween lots having nonconform¬ 
ing front yards or between a lot 
having a nonconforming front 
yard and a vacant corner lot. 
A nonconforming front yard 
shall be deemed to be an area 
between the front lot line and 
the closest part of the main 
buildings, and which is greater 
or less in depth than that de¬ 
fined in this ordinance as con¬ 
stituting a required front yard. 

(1) The depth of a noncon¬ 
forming front yard and the rear 
line thereof shall be deemed to 
be coincident with that portion 
of the main building lying clos¬ 
est to the front property line, 
provided that the degree of non¬ 
conformity to be credited in ad¬ 
joining front yards in either 
direction from the rear line of 
the required front yard, shall in 
no instance exceed forty per cent 
of the required front yard depth. 

(2) The rear line representing 
the depth of a modified front 
yard on any lot as defined in 
item (1) of this Section shall be 
established in the following 
manner: 

(a) A point shall be estab¬ 
lished on each improved lot 
having a nonconforming or con¬ 
forming front yard between 
which are located lots needing 
adjustment, and such point shall 
be located at the intersection of 
the rear line of such front yard 
with a line constituting the 
depth of the lot. 

(b) A straight line shall be 
drawn from such point across 
any intervening unimproved lot 
or lots, to a point similarly es¬ 
tablished on the next lot in 
either direction on which a main 
building exists which establishes 
a conforming or nonconforming 
front yard. 

(c) The depth of the modified 
front yard on any lot traversed 
by the straight line defined in 
item (b) above, shall be estab¬ 
lished by the point where said 
straight line intersects the line 
constituting the depth of each 
such intervening lot. 

Section 1207: YARD REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS FOR PROPERTY ABUT¬ 
TING HALF-STREETS. A build¬ 
ing or structure shall not be 
erected or maintained on a lot 
which abuts a highway having 
only a portion of its required 
width dedicated or where no part 
of such dedication would nor¬ 
mally revert to said lot if the 
highway were vacated, unless 
the yards provided and main¬ 
tained in connection with such 
building or structure have a 
width or depth of that portion 
of the lot needed to complete the 
road width, plus the width or 
depth of the yards required on 
the lot by this ordinance, if any. 
This section applies to all zones 
and whether or not yards are 
required. 

This section does not require 
a yard of such width or depth 
as to reduce the buildable width 
of a corner to less than forty 
feet. 

Section 1208: MEASUREMENT 
OF FRONT YARDS, Front yard 
requirements shall be measured 
from the front property line or 
the indicated edge of a street for 
which a precised plan exists or 
from the edge of any setback 
established by a setback ordi¬ 
nance, whichever is the greatest 
distance from the center line of 
the street. 

Section 1209: MODIFIED 
FRONT YARD ON CUL-DE-SAC. 
The depth of the required front, 
yard on lots facing directly upon 
the qre of a cul-de-sac shall be 
measured on an arc parallel to 
the front property lines compris¬ 
ing the arc of the cul-de-sac and 
being a distance therefrom one- 
half the required front yard 
depth as prescribed for each 
zone. This modified front yard 
shall extend around the circum¬ 
ference of the cul-de-sac only to 
the points at which the rear 
lines of the required front yard, 
on the portions of the street not 
located on the cul-de-sae, ex¬ 
tended, intersects the arc repre¬ 
senting the rear-line of the mod¬ 
ified required front yard. 

Section 1210: WIDTH ON A 
CUL - DE - SAC. Notwithstanding 
the modified required front yard 
around a cul-de-sac, the depth 
of the standard required front- 
yard shall continue to he used 
in determining the required 
width of a lot on a cul-de-sac. 

Section 1211: VISION CLEAR¬ 
ANCE. CORNER LOTS. All cor¬ 
ner lots subject to yard require 
ments shall maintain for safety 
vision purposes a triangular 
area one angle of which shall 
be formed by the front and side 
lot lines and the sides of such 
triangle forming the corner an¬ 
gle shall each be fifteen feet in 
length measured from the afore¬ 
mentioned angle. The third side 
of said triangle shall be a 
straight line connecting the last 
two mentioned points which are 
distant fifteen feet from the in¬ 
tersection of the front and side 
lot lines and within the area 
comprising said triangle, no tree, 
wall, fence, hedge or shrub or 
other physical obstruction higher 
than forty-two inches above the 
establshed grade shall be per¬ 
mitted. 

Section 1212: FRONT AND 
SIDE YARDS NOT REQUIRED 
FOR DWELLINGS AND APART¬ 
MENTS OVER STORES. Front 
yard and side yard requirements 
shall not be applicable to dwel¬ 
lings and apartments erected 
above stores. 

Section 1213: CORNICES, 
EAVES, ETC., MAY PROJECT 
INTO YARDS. Cornices, eaves, 
belt courses, sills, buttresses or 
other similar architectural fea¬ 
tures may extend or project into 
a required side yard not more 
than three inches for each foot 
of the required side yard and 
may extend or project into a 
required front yard not more 
than thirty inches. In no case 
may any encroachment be lo¬ 
cated closer than three feet to 
any property line. 

Section 1214: FIREPLACES
